Alaqua Waives Adoption 
Fees tor the Holidays 


A short-term program to find homes 
for dogs and cats during the holidays 
has been announced by Laurie Hood, 
president and founder of Alaqua 
Animal Refuge. 


With more animals at Alaqua now than 
at any time in its 11-year history, the 
program is designed to clear the shelter 
by January 1, 2019, to make room for 
hundreds of animals waiting to come 
in, mostly displaced by the hurricane 
two months ago. As an incentive, the 
refuge is waiving its usual fee to adopt 
a dog or cat over six months old and 
accepting a donation in any amount. 


“Everyone wins with this program,” 
said Ms. Hood. “People enjoy the 
companionship of a pet, the animals 
are able to begin a new life, and we’re 
able to take in more animals that 
desperately need sheltering. 


“Most people don’t realize the utter 
devastation in our area for both animals 


and people. There are thousands 
of animals still displaced, and the 
shelters are full. This program allows 
us to find loving homes for animals 
in our care, while making room for so 
many more in need.” 


Dogs and cats over six months old 
may be adopted for a donation of 
any amount. All dogs and cats are 
spayed or neutered, microchipped 
and vaccinated. Adoption criteria and 
application forms may be found at 
www.alaqua.org/adopt/ guidelines. 


Fees for puppies and kittens under six 
months old continue in place. 


“We invite people to come to Alaqua 
and find their perfect pet,” said Ms. 
Hood. “From lap dogs and sweet cats 
to active dogs ready for anything at a 
moment’s notice, we have animals of 
all sizes and personalities including 
purebreds.”

After Reading Epstein’s Victims’ Account, 
How Does Labor Secretary Acosta Sleep at Night?

Stephen King himself would be challenged to invent 
a fictional villain as monstrous as Jeffrey Epstein, 
but Epstein is real. 


And, despite mountainous evidence of stomach- 
churning crimes, today he is free as a bird—thanks to 
the man who now sits as the U.S. Secretary of Labor. 


It’s well-documented that Alexander Acosta, then the 
U.S. attorney in Miami, approved a slap-on-the-wrist 
plea deal for Epstein, a rich hedge fund manager who 
recruited scores of underage girls to perform sex acts 
at his Palm Beach mansion and his homes in New 
York, New Mexico and the U.S. Virgin Islands. 


But the recent Miami Herald series by reporter Julie 
Brown exposes in startling detail not only Epstein’s 
voracious methods, but the suspicious cooperation 
between federal prosecutors and Epstein’s lawyers 
in plotting the 2008 agreement that would keep the 
shameful terms secret from the media— and from 
Epstein’s young victims—until the deal was done. 


In a September 2007 email to Jay Lefkowitz, one 
of Epstein’s attorneys, lead prosecutor A. Maria 
Villafana wrote: “On an ‘avoid the press’ note, I can 
file the charge in district court in Miami, which will 
hopefully cut the press coverage significantly. Do you 
want to check that out?” 


That, folks, was a U.S. prosecutor offering to move 
a sex crimes case out of Palm Beach County to

spare a wealthy, politically connected defendant 
the humiliation of local media scrutiny. The switch 
didn’t happen, but it’s the thought that counts. 


Epstein, who was also suspected of trafficking in 
minors overseas, assembled a blue-ribbon defense 
team that included his friend Alan Dershowitz, 
Lefkowitz, Roy Black and Ken Starr, who led the 
investigation of Bill Clinton’s affair with Monica 
Lewinsky. 


Acosta would later write that his own group of 
prosecutors faced “a year-long assault” by an “army 
of legal superstars.” It’s a pitiful excuse for going 
easy on a serial child molester. 


By the time Epstein walked into state court on June 
30, 2008, the FBI had identified 36 underage victims, 
some as young as 14 at the time of the crime. None 
was brought in for the sentencing hearing, and most 
learned about it later from news reports. 


Epstein left the courtroom with a deal that would 
make any predator turn cartwheels. He pleaded 
guilty to two prostitution-related counts, and would 
serve only 13 months in a county jail instead of state 
prison. 


Equally mind-blowing was the “non-prosecution 
agreement” approved by Acosta that shielded Epstein 
and four accomplices from any federal charges. At 
the time, the FBI was gathering evidence for a 53- 
page indictment that could have sent Epstein to 
prison for life. 
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Another bizarre part of the plea deal gave immunity 
“to any potential co-conspirators.” 


Epstein had lots of famous friends—celebrities, 
politicians and royalty. 


Prince Andrew hung out with him. So did former 
president Clinton, who rode many times on Epstein’s 
jet. Another Palm Beach pal was the current 
commander-in-chief, Donald Trump, who in a 2002 
interview called Epstein “a terrific guy” who liked 
beautiful women “on the younger side.” 


One of Epstein’s victims said she had sex with Prince 
Andrew when she was 17. He denied it. Neither Clinton 
nor Trump has been accused of participating in Epstein’s 
infamous massage parties, but one can understand why 
prosecutors might view the case as sensitive. 


The deal, however, was indefensible. The outcome 
was a sick joke. 


Epstein was housed in a separate wing of the Palm 
Beach County jail. Despite being a convicted sex 
offender, he was put on “work release” and allowed 
to go to his office up to 12 hours daily. 


After his term was done, he traveled extensively and even 
got permission to visit his private Caribbean island—an 
uncommon privilege for a felon on probation. 


Last year, after Trump nominated Acosta for Labor 
secretary, the ex-prosecutor was asked about the 
Epstein case during his confirmation hearings. He 
said he didn’t know that Epstein would receive such 
coddling while incarcerated. 


Acosta also offered a tepid defense of the soft plea 
agreement, saying basically that any deal that forces 
such a person to go to jail, register as a sex offender 
and pay restitution to his victims “is a good thing.” 


The victims, several of whom have spoken out, 
would not agree. The Herald identified about 80 
women who said they were exploited or abused by 
Epstein. About 60 of them were located, and eight 
agreed to be interviewed. 


The notion that veteran federal prosecutors were 
simply outfoxed and outgunned by Epstein’s team 
of defense lawyers defies belief. There’s got to be an 
unsavory inside story as to why this ludicrous deal 
went down the way it did. 


Acosta, who otherwise had a solid reputation as U.S. 
attorney, clearly hasn’t revealed all he knows about 
what happened. But how, after reading the first- 
hand stories of the victims, does he sleep at night? 


We know how Jeffrey Epstein sleeps—with a 
monster’s grin on his face.

emembering Bill Ming

Bill Ming spent most days since 1969 at Destin 
Marina, watching the world of Choctawhatchee Bay 
unfold. 


In what must have seemed like slow motion at times 
and what had to have been high speed at others, 
Mr. Ming’s view changed from an actual Crab Island 
to a bizarre, colorful, carnival right in front of his 
perch at Destin Marina. 


Crab Island might have changed, but Destin Marina 
looks like it did 50 years ago. It’s tucked away by the 
Marler Bridge, down an oyster shell road, It’s always 
offered a little boat ramp, cold drinks, fishing tackle 
and gas and diesel. Mr. Ming didn’t change much 
either. 


Bill Ming grew up in Graceville, Florida. He went to 
Troy State and received a Master’s Degree in Math- 
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ematics. He taught math for 30 years at Eglin Air 
Force Base. 


Mr. Ming’s wife Weleska died two years ago. They 
raised a family—Jimmy lived in California (he died 
last year), Skip and Bruce grew up in Destin— 
mostly around the Destin Marina. 


Bill Ming was a veteran, and when he came back 
from Germany following the Korean War, he got 
busy making a living. In addition to teaching math, 
he operated a tropical fish business, an oyster shell 
company, and he opened a Tastee Freeze in Destin. 
He helped start the Community Center and the vol- 
unteer fire department in Destin. 


He helped his family farm and raise cattle in Gracev- 
ille, and he hunted in the woods where he grew up. 


He raised goats. I visited Mr. Ming in Graceville to 
buy some goats one day a few years back. The goats 
didn’t show much interest in being sold. They had 
already been fed, which made them difficult to catch. 


There were about a dozen cut, baby goats following 
Mr. Ming around. 


“How about those?” I asked. 


“Nope. I’ve fed them from a bottle, I couldn’t sell 
them,” he said. 


On the surface, Mr. Ming didn’t look like the kind of 
man who'd feed baby goats from a bottle. 


He’d sit on a stool at Destin Marina, and to my 
knowledge, always had a cigar in his mouth. But 
they were never lit.

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“In my entire life I saw him smoke a cigar less than 
10 times,” Bruce told me. “He just chewed on them.” 


He also almost always had a cup of Early Times in 
his hand. Early, like mid-morning. I do know that 
he used that for its intended purpose. 


In the old days of fishing out of Destin, all the boats 
communicated by radio. First it was CBs and then 
later VHFs. We’d be fishing on the Hey Baby, and we 
would hear Mr. Ming call the Miss Destin to check 
on Bruce or Skip and see if they’d caught fish. As 
the day progressed, and as Mr. Ming would enjoy his 
Early Times, his voice would climb to a higher pitch. 


By the end of the day, it would get squeaky. We 
loved hearing Mr. Ming’s voice on the radio. 


Bruce told me two things about his father that seem 
to fit. 


“We always got anything we needed or wanted’,” 
Bruce said. “But we had to work for it.” He also told 
me that his father never got in a hurry. 


In a town that seems to get gaudier and faster paced 
by the day, Mr. Ming carried himself with a quiet 
dignity and stayed out of the carnival that swirled 
all around him. Mr. Ming meant the world to my 
family and to many others. 


There is something to be said for not always being 
in a hurry. 


Bill Ming was 91 years old. He went to the doctor 
last Tuesday with a cold, and he died on Friday. 
Just like he handled everything else in life—I think 
that’s the way you're supposed to do it.

A Firsthand Account of the 
Devastation of Hurricane Michael

Oct. 9, 2018. While at work 
broadcasting live weather updates, 
my feeling of nervousness slowly 
intensifies. Each hourly report seems to 
be getting worse. Hurricane Michael is 
coming right at us. Originally projected 
to make landfall as a Category 3 storm, 
Michael keeps picking up speed. 


By morning, the hurricane is only 5 MPH 
short of being a Category 5 monster— 
the strongest storm to hit the Florida 
Panhandle in the history of recorded 
weather. As a born and raised Ohioan, 
I have yet to experience anything like 
it. All I can think of is making sure my 
family was prepared. 


Oct. 10, 2018. Hurricane Michael 
makes landfall around 2 PM EST near 
Mexico Beach, winds clocking in at 
155 MPH. The eye of the storm shifts 
east and completely destroys Mexico 
Beach, Panama City, Marianna and 
surrounding areas. The images being 


shown of the destruction are unnerving 
and heartbreaking. I live only an hour 
and a half away from Panama City and 
instantly think of those friends and 
associates that live in those areas. 


I feel bad that all we’re getting here in 
the Crestview-Fort Walton Beach area 
is a little rain and wind. I don’t feel a 
bit of relief that the storm has missed 
us. Just the day before, I was sharing 
memes about the hurricane on social 
media that I thought were funny. But 
this was no joke. 


And I am about to see firsthand why it 
wasn't. I feel the need to do something. 
All I can think about are those 
affected. Everything lost. Unimaginable 
conditions. Just over the course of 
hours, everything was gone for them. A 
few good friends of mine decide to get 
together and provide as much aid to 
those areas as humanly possible. 


Oct. 11, 2018. After a short night of 
spontaneous planning, our group meets

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up and starts the two-hour journey to 
Panama City. The entire 24 hours prior, 
we'd seen so many destructive images— 
they didn’t do the actual sight of the 
damage justice. As we approach, there 
is an instant, eerie feeling. Things go 
from normal settings to feeling like 
we've crossed into a war zone. 


Our group pulls into the city amongst 
an active curfew, and warnings from law 
enforcement that no one is allowed into 
the city that isn’t authorized emergency 
personnel. We witness firsthand what 
it is like to be in a disaster area. Every 
tree in sight snapped in half or laying 
across a building or structure. Entire 
apartment complexes, neighborhoods 
and shopping centers leveled. Downed 
power lines, glass and other debris fill 
every street and road. 


It’s constant sirens and police zooming 
by, as well as fire and rescue. And 
electric company trucks as far as the 
eye can see it. Just navigating the city is 
proving to be a near impossible task. We 
are three cars deep, and we've stuffed 
every vehicle to the brim with supplies. 
There is work to do, and we are there to 
see it through, no matter what. 


Over the course of the next couple of 
weeks, I come to realize that heroes 
don’t always wear capes. La’Shay 
Scott, Shawn Yabui, Keyousha 
Shanté, T. Stuckey, Demetra Williams, 
Wes Krave, Jessalyn Kelly, Chris and 
Elizabeth from No Surrender Ink, and 
a few others demonstrate a sense of 
urgency and community we should all 
strive to achieve. Complete dedication 
from dusk till dawn, helping as many 
of those affected as humanly possible. 


We are all warned about entering 
certain areas. While the more affluent 
areas are being taken care of, the ‘hoods 
and inner city are being completely 
ignored. Imagine our shock, not only at 
the scenery, but at the level of despair 
of Panama City’s inner city residents. 
No supplies or responders helping 
at all, just entire families squatting 
in the one stable apartment of a big 
apartment complex. 


Children asleep on the curb. The elderly 
relying on those in the neighborhood 
to care for them. People digging for 
whatever they can find to eat. Children 
and babies sick or injured with no way 
to get medication or first aid supplies. 
I haven’t seen anything like this in my 
life. 


Sheriff trucks patrol the same inner city 
streets they told us were unreachable. I 
think, They can police us, but they can’t 
help us? So we travel from neighborhood 
to neighborhood, town to town, dropping 
off everything from water to medical 
supplies. Even amongst the chaos of 
Michael’s aftermath, there is beauty 
radiating from the people affected by 
that massive storm. 


One day while we are moving throughout 
Lynn Haven, we come across a small 
apartment complex. Four buildings, two 
of which are completely destroyed. The 
other two are being used by the residents 
as a central hub for their neighborhood. 


We pull up looking to hand out supplies. 
What we find is a community. Black 
and white, listening to blues music from 
one of their only functional vehicles. 
Barbecuing, dancing, playing cards and 
keeping each other’s spirits up in this 
time of distress. As we get out of our 
vehicles, we’re greeted with hugs and 
one specific question. 


“Do you guys have bread?” the older 
gentleman on the grill ask. I reply, “Yes, 
sir.” He then proceeds to make us all 
some of the best rib sandwiches we’ve 
ever had. The love is so thick in the air. 
In one of the neighborhoods we were 
told vehemently to stay away from, here 
we are in complete awe of folks who lost 
it all but have everything in each other. 


Everyday that we return to our homes 
is bittersweet. As much as I want to feel 
this sense of accomplishment, it isn’t 
there. Yes, we’d been helpful, but it 
isn’t enough. Yes, we went out of our 
way to help others, but it isn’t enough.

We were returning to our fully intact 
homes everyday while our neighbors were 
simply trying to make it through the day. 


We all take so much for granted daily. 
It’s easy to do until what you take for 
granted gets taken from you. The fight 
to rebuild is not over for Hurricane 
Michael survivors, it’s just beginning. 
And they'll have our entire community 
supporting them every step of the way.

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Will of the People

Until recently, Will Thompson 
could be found performing around 
Panama City and putting the finishing 
touches on the inaugural Panama 
City Songwriters Festival. Like 
many of our neighbors to the east, 
Hurricane Michael impacted those 
plans. 


Thompson and his family are 
temporarily calling Gulf Place 
home, and the inaugural event had 
to be postponed due to many of 
participating venues experiencing 
substantial storm-related damage. 


“We're talking with venues right 
now,” says Thompson of festival’s 
prospects for 2019. “Even the 
Martin Theatre, which was one of 
our bigger facilities, has to have two 
million dollars in roof and repair 
work done on it...where I’m at now is 
just making sure the venues will be 
good to go and repaired by the time 
that November rolls around so I can 
go ahead and start scheduling and 
booking back in these artists that I 
had.” 


Thompson hopes to maintain much 
of the originally planned lineup 
for the 2019 event. “I thought it 
represented a really, really good 
balance of songwriters and styles.” 


The Panama City Songwriters Festival 
promotes an open, online submission 
process, followed by a panel of 
respected community members 
aiding in the decision of who receives 
an invitation. Thompson emphasizes 
that he wants a fair process that gives 
locals an opportunity to perform 
alongside top regional names. 


Coming from a family of musicians, 
Thompson says his journey with 
music began “a little force fed.” 


“‘’m thankful for now, because I 
wanted to quit numerous times 
playing the piano. Piano was the 
first instrument that my mom really 
got me involved in when I was six 
or seven. I was like, I don’t want to 
practice.’ I was like every other kid in 
America. 


“As time went on, I, of course, loved 
it, and it’s been a vital, vital, vital part 
of who I am and how I write and what 
I do. I would always enjoy it, but I 
liked to just pick up instruments 
around the home and play them. 
There’d be a trumpet over here or a 
bassoon or a clarinet. We had tons of 
instruments all the time.” 


Thompson’s first taste of studio 
life occurred when he tagged along 
with his professional trumpet player 
uncle. “I would spend summers in 
L.A.. That’s when I started really 
getting serious about it—when I saw 
how it all works and I just fell in love 
with it. 


“We would go out to the studios and 
he’d sneak me in. I was his trumpet 
holder. I don’t know how many 
movies I’ve watched him perform the 
music for. I remember particularly 
one time we were in L.A., and he was 
doing Young Guns II. 1 didn’t have my 
glasses on, so I couldn’t see, but I see 
this red shiny guitar in the left-hand 
side of the room with this orchestra. I 
was like, ‘Dude I want to go over there 
and kind of check that out.’ I never 
did because I just felt like sitting 
down, and we were leaving after 
the session was over. He’s like, ‘Hey 
man, did you go talk to Bon Jovi?’ 


“It was fun stuff like that growing up, 
where it was bigger than the world 
and it inspired you. That’s how it all 
kind of came around with trumpet— 
started playing trumpet, started 
playing guitar, filling in on bass and 
stuff.” 


After a stint in college where 
Thompson considered becoming a 
music teacher, he found himself with 
an interesting offer. “I dropped out to 
go sing with one of my idols at the 
time, Brian McKnight. Then when I 
had the chance to sign contracts, it 
never felt right. Wasn’t the thing that 
I needed to do at the time. 


“It just kind of transitioned, like all 
these weird events kind of just led me 
to this path of okay, I’m going to have 
to do this for myself. | was actually 
done with all the music industry 
side of it. I thought it would just 
be a hobby, do it in my living room 
and have fun with it. Pass it on with 
my kids, but I met a guy a couple 
years ago, he heard me singing and 
wanted me to get more involved.” 


That chance meeting gave Thompson 
the creative freedom to write and sing 
the songs that he is the most enthused 
about. “Let’s make something that 
means something, and let’s make 
things that we’re happy about that 
are timeless to pass on to your 
kids. Your kids will be proud of it.” 


Thompson plans to explore and 
perform throughout the region, and 
a new single, “One of These Days,” 
and accompanying video are set to be 
released in early 2019.

On October 13, Beer achieved his goal of 
getting his private pilot’s license. Passionate 
about airplanes since he was little, Beer 
started studying to become a pilot the 
spring of his freshman year.

The Year in Dining and Drinking, 2018 


The year 2018 was a busy one for 
me and my family, and for dining 
and drinking. I reviewed meals at 17 
restaurants—Twisted Grape; Okki 
Dokki Korean; Shunk Gulley Oyster 
Bar; Tropicana Club; First Watch; 
Bud & Alley’s Taco Bar; George’s at 
Alys Beach; Shan Kishi; Back Beach 
Barbecue; Rockin’ Tacos; Culver’s; 
I’m Skewed; Samuel’s Roadhouse; 
Acme Oyster House Seascape; Domo 
Café; Redd’s Fueling Station; and 
Two Trees. 


I profiled Lobster Tail’s Chef Kevin 
Wynn, and had the pleasure of eating 
his stuffed Caribbean lobster (half of 
it—by Herculean effort, I took home 
half for my wife). 


I wrote five Just the Liquor Talking 
articles, on wines of Chianti, wines 
from France’s Loire; offbeat spirits 
worth a try; Guyana rum; and 
Spanish Rioja wine. 


This Thanksgiving saw me, my 
wife and our daughter (the Child 
Formerly Known as the Tiny Diner) in 
New York. We stayed in Chinatown, 
and ate Vietnamese (including 
banh mi_ sandwiches), Chinese, 
Middle Eastern (from a halal cart in 
Chinatown), pastry, gelato and slices 
of street pizza in Little Italy, Indian, 
and good old vendor hot dogs and 
warm soft pretzels. After years of 
doing business online, I visited and 
shopped at Astor Wines and Spirits 
in Manhattan. 


Looking back over the list I realize 
I reviewed two taco places (but no 
Italian restaurants) this year, plus 
two Japanese, one Korean and one 
Filipino establishment. I dined in 
dry heat and ducking sheets of rain. 
Many lunches but only one breakfast. 
My schedule found me eating several 
times alone, and several times with 
my daughter, who is learning the 
good restaurant manners I intend to 
send with her into the world. 


As always, there were high spots, 
and favorites. Here are some. 


Apps of the Year. Contenders are 
the savory octopus, shrimp and 
vegetable pancake at Okki Dokki; the 
seafood charcuterie app at George’s; 
Brunswick stew with sausage, 
brisket and chicken at Back Beach 
Barbecue; and the hot, crisp meat 
pies at Acme Oyster House. Okki 
Dokki is a terrific restaurant, with 
food so good they sometimes sell out 
and have to close early. The pancake 
wins.

Sandwich of the Year. Contenders 
are Back Beach barbecue’s sliced 
to order brisket and the pot roast 
sandwich at Culver’s. The latter 
made me think of growing up in Ohio 
(Culver’s is a Midwest company). The 
brisket—which you can get lean or 
fatty, according to your taste—doesn’t 
need any sauce at all, though Back 
Beach has three excellent house 
sauces. Back Beach, by a thin slice. 


Entree of the Year. In the running 
are the sea scallops with lobster 
buttermilk vichyssoise at George’s; 
chirashi (raw fish on a bowl of rice 
and vegetables) at Domo Café; 
chicken sisig (grilled chopped meat 
with onions, chili and lemon juice) at 
I’m Skewed; and Chef Kevin Wynn’s 
stuffed Caribbean lobster at Lobster 
Tail. It’s a tie—George’s and Domo 


Café, two polar opposites that both 
manage to be fabulous. 


Dessert of the Year. For one 
reason or another, I didn’t eat a 
lot of desserts out this year. One, 
however, was a clear winner. I liked 
it so much I photographed it—Mac’s 
Pie at Shunk Gulley. In the review, I 
wrote, “vanilla-laced cream cheese 
and white chocolate mousse, topped 
with whipped cream, strawberries 
and blueberries, on a flaky bottom 
crust...vanilla lovers, rejoice. It’s rich 
but actually rather light. It’s picture 
pretty, too.” Just don’t waste too 
much time staring. 


Best Discoveries of the Year. The 
variety—and, for the time being, 
affordability—of high quality rums. 
The pleasure of researching, preparing 
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enjoying classic cocktails— 
ee Old Fashioned, Manhattan, 
Negroni, Boulevardier, My Old Pal, 
Highlander, Sazerac, and Cuba Libre. 
Enjoying excellent and moderately 
priced wines from Spain and Italy. 


My Wish for 2019. That Indian 
restaurant I’ve been wishing for since 
I don’t remember when, to come to 
the area. And stay. New York is full of 
them. What’s the problem here? 


Favorite restaurant of 2018. I had 
eaten lunch at George’s several times, 
but never dinner, and my family and I 
had a near-perfect night of it there— 
elegant, friendly, lovely table service 
and atmosphere, beautiful, delicious 
food. It’s been on the short list ever 
since. 


Toward the end of the year we ate 
lunch in Fort Walton Beach at a place 
that took me completely by surprise. 
Domo Café is a busy neighborhood 
spot, tucked away on a side street in 
a strip of shops. You have to see it 
yourself to believe how much use they 
have made of the limited space inside. 
The vibe is young (but welcoming) and 
hip (but friendly), and there’s a menu 
absolutely loaded with sushi, sashimi, 
Japanese, Korean and Thai-influenced 
dining options. It was an enormous 
amount of brilliantly prepared and 
presented food of all kinds. 


So top honors go to Domo Café.
